Town Blasts 
Outrage; Power 


Boost Opposed 


Public complaints were 
heard by Town Council Mon- 
day night at the regular 
meeting, deploring Calgary 
Power’s recent six-hour 
power interruption in the 
Forest Lawn area which 
blacked out an estimated 
700 customers, 

There are several points, 
which both the public and 
Town Council feel should 
not have happened in rela- 
tion to this particular leng- 
thy and untimely outage. 
Feelings are running high 
over the fact that Calgary 
Power chose to reroute its 
power line on Sunday, Oct- 
ober 22, when the majority 
of complainants state that 


Sunday is a family day ‘‘and 
a very poor day to spend it 
in a cold house with no cook- 
ing facilities and at a cru- 
cial point in the major base- 
ball finals,’ 

Another sensitive point in 
this issue is the fact that 
Calgary Power, being de- 
luged with phone calls, chose 
to halt complaints ‘‘by leave 
ing their telephone receiver 
off its cradle.’’ This charge 
was checked out and found to 
be true and soundly deplored 
by both, Calgary Power cus- 
tomers and members of 
Town Council,

Councillor Lukay Fails 
To Stall Money By-Law 


Councillor Frank Lukay 
threatened to walk out of 
Council Chambers at Mon- 
day night’s regular meeting, 
in an attempt to halt final 
readings to Bylaw #37/72, 
being a money bylaw cover- 
ing a debenture loan appli- 
cation forthe sanitary sewer 
system amounting to $3,767 
million, 

Mr, Lukay was most em- 
phatic in his quest to stall 
council from giving this by- 
law further reading ‘‘until 
the public has had a chance 
to view this piece of legis- 
lation in its entirety.’’ Mr. 
Lukay further said that By- 
law 37/72 should be adver- 
tised and public reaction 
received, ‘‘I make this 
statement in the form of 
a motion,’’ Mr. Lukay added, 

Opposition to Mr, Lukay’s 
stand errupted right around 
the council table, Councillor 


on Censorship 


The anxiously-awaited 
report from the Select Com- 
mittee on Censorship Re- 
view was tabled inthe Legis- 
lature Monday by chairman 
of the nine-man committee, 
Ernie Jamison, (PC) MLA- 
St. Albert. 

The concise 10-page 
paper recommends that the 
onus be placed on the pro- 
ducers, distributors and ex- 
hibitors to comply with the 
obscenity laws of the land, 
and that the former three- 
man Censor Board be re- 
placed with anew five-mem- 
ber Classification Board. 

*‘In essence,’’ Mr, Jami- 
son says in his committee’s 
report, ‘‘what we aresaying 
is that the film and publish- 
ing industry cannot have 
their cake and eat it too,’ 
He adds that neither can 
the public, He says in his 
report that everybody must 
share with the Provincial 
Government, accountability 
for the direction today’s so- 


ciety is taking, 

The Advisory Board on 
objectionable _ publications 
will be disbanded if the re- 
commendation of the come 
mittee is accepted. !His 
report states further study 
is needed on regulations 
governing the display and 
sale of the more salacious 
books, magazines and pub- 
lications, 

Mr, Jamison said in an 
interview ‘‘If these publi- 
cations are available - even 
in ‘‘adult only’’ sections of 
outlets, young people under 
18 will in fact have access 
to them, In trash cans - in 
homes other than their own 
and so on, The province 
does not have jurisdiction 
over such sales - which 
also came under the obscen- 
ity laws in the Criminal 
Code,’’ he concluded. 

The more stringent re- 
commendations tabled inthe 
Censorship Paper came asa 
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Bakker said that time was of 
the essence and the app- 
roved bylaw had to be in 
the hands of Central Housing 
and Mortgage by November 
15, Councillor Kambouroff 
said that in his opinion, the 
bylaw had been sufficiently 
aired and therefore he 
couldn’t see any reason to 
delay the issue any further. 
Mayor Gibbon asked Coun- 
cillor Lukay if he wanted to 
stall the approval of this 
bylaw and thus provoke a 
plebiscite? Councillor Luk- 
ay replied, “no, I have no 
such designs, but I do feel 
that the public should know 
that we are negotiating a 
loan which deals in millions 
of dollars.’’ 

‘What would happen if I 
walked out of this cham- 
ber?’’ Councillor Lukay 
asked, Mayor Gibbon re- 
plied, ‘‘you are free todoso 
if you so desire.’’ Council- 
lor Lukay then inquired if 
he walked out, wouldn’t that 
veto the issue? He inter- 
preted the Act which states 
in part that atwo-third maj- 
ority vote is required from 
council in the process of a 
second and third reading to 
a bylaw. Dan O’Connell, 
chief administrator quali- 
fied the Act by spelling it 
out that the two-thirds vote 
required ‘‘was not necess- 
arily of the total seven- 
member council,’’ 

At this juncture, Council- 
lor Lukay saw the futility of 
his quest but maintained that 
a vote be taken on his amen- 
ded motion, The motion was 
lost 6 - 1 with Councillor 
Lukay registering the sole 


positive vote. Then the vote 
was called for second read- 
ing to Bylaw 37/72, it was 
carried by a vote of 6-1, 
so was third reading, 

In an interview with Russ 
Bowen, secretary treasurer 
of the Town of St. Albert, 
the bylaw has been approved 
in principal by the Provin- 
cial Department of the En- 
vironment as well as from 
the Local Authorities Board 
Mr. Bowen added that the 
next step, now that the by- 
law was given final read- 
ing, is to make application 
to Central Mortgage and 
Housing where the entire 
amount or part of it is an- 
ticipated as adebenture loan

bit of asurprise to members 
of the film industry who had 
axpected relaxation of rules 
rather than being put in a 
direct position of responsi- 
bility in the case of infrac- 
tions, In the number one 
recommendation, made by 
the Committee, it’s spelled 
out very clearly there that 
the showing of objectionable 
films would be controlled by 
enforcement of the Criminal 
Code, This is the recomm- 
endation which provoked 
eritical denunciation of the 
report by theatre operators 
in the province, One vocal 
opponent of the Select Com- 
mittee’s Report, Melvin 
Friedman, representing - 
Motion Picture Theatre As- 
sociation of Alberta termed 
the paper as “utterly ridi- 
culous,”’ 

On the other hand, Robert- 
son-Wesley United Church 
study group, in abriefwhich 
favoured retaining censor- 
ship said, ‘We should not be 
entirely at the mercy of film 
producers whose main mot- 
ive is financial,’ 

Briefly, the structure of 
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the proposed authority on 
films will be a Classification 
Board, replacing the former 
Censor Board, This newly 
created authority, made up 
of five members, will 
neither cut nor reject films 
but carefully review and 
classify all films before 
they’re shown to the public, 
Another area where the 
Classification Board will 
play a major role is in 
reviewing all forms of ad- 
vertising with substantial 
fines, recommended for in- 
fractions, 

Coming under the heading 
of ‘Rules’ stringent regula- 
tions regarding advertising 
classification category are 
clearly spelled out in order 
to caution the viewer what 
to expect in a film, The four 
classifications recommend- 
ed are; General, suitable for 
all audiences; Adult, 14 
years and over; Restricted 
Adult, 18 years and over, 
Restricted Adult ‘X’, 18 
years and over, 

As previously indicated, 
the onus is on the exhibitors 
and the public, therefore,

INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


The annual inspection has been made of the books 
and records of the Town of St, Albert with the following 
comments being submitted in connection therewith, 

The minutes are prepared with a great amount of 
detail which makes provision for the continuity of the 
many business transactions being conducted by the 
Council, 

The Council had passed a number of by-laws since 
the last inspection and except for one by-law requiring 
a minor amendment they were found to be in order and 
the necessary approval obtained from the proper 
authority when required. 

The assessment and tax roll was examined and it was 
found that the roll contained all the essential informa- 
tion and.that all postings on the roll were up to date, 

The last tax sale held under The Tax Recovery Act 
was on November 24th, 1971. 

The Water Supply Revenue Fund showed a deficit 
of $5,342.32 while the General Revenue Fund showed a 
surplus of $17,517.36 for the year 1971. The Water 
rates were revised for 1972 which should improve the 
revenue for the water supply system and provide a 
surplus in that department, 

There were borrowings of $150,000.00 during the 
current year, all of which had been repaid, At the time 
of the inspection the general revenue fund was over- 
drawn by the sum of $20,531.06 but over and above 
this term deposits in the amount of $1,200,000,00 were 
held by the Town, 

With one-third of the school foundation requisition, 
one-half of the supplementary school requisitions as 
well as the Health Unit requisition and all of the Supple- 
mentary Hospital requisition paid, it would appear that 
the cash position is satisfactory. 

It is a pleasure to report that the office administra- 
tion is being carried out in anefficient and satisfactory 
manner,

The nine-man Legislative 
Committee on Censorship 
was made upof: Ernie Jami- 
son, chairman, Hon, Mervin 
Leitch, Attorney General, 
and MLA’s Frank Appleby, 
John Ashton, Arthur Dixon, 
Alison Fluker, Doug Miller, 
Bill Purdy and Ralph Soren- 
son, This Committee re- 
ceived 88submissions from 
individuals, 45 of these fa- 
vored abolishing censor- 
ship while 41 favored re- 
taining or tightening cen- 
sorship. Submissions were 
also received from 13 
groups, five favored abol- 
ishing censorship, six were 
in favor of retaining or tigh- 
tening censorship while two 
groups simply expressed 
their concern with porno- 
graphy.

The Editor: 

I read with interest the 
announcement of Mr, Rene 
Kambouroff that he will be 
moving to British Colum- 
bia, and will therefore re- 
sign his post from St. Albert 
Town Council, According to 
your report, his resignation 
will be presented Novem- 
ber 6, and will become eff- 
ective November 13, 

One question that comes 
immediately to mind is 
whether or not Mayor Ray 
Gibbon and his fellow coun- 
cillors will decide to hold a 
byelection to fill the vacancy 
on town council, In my view, 
such a byelection should be 
held as soon as possible. 
There are too many impor- 
tant developments before 
council at this time to leave 
council standing at six mem- 
bers (including Mayor Gib- 
bon) which thus exposes 
council and St. Albert citi- 
zens to the possibility oi 
tie votes on such important 
matters, There is no guar- 
antee that such would not 


be the case, 

In light of the recent fed- 
eral election, I suppose we 
are all fed up with camp- 
aigns, door-to-door visits, 
forums et al, However this 
is not a valid reason for 
putting off a byelection, I 
feel such a byelection would 
also afford the council and 
town administration an ex- 
cellent opportunity to seek 
citizens’ guidance (by way of 
the ballot) on matters cru- 
cial to the direction that our 
town will be going over the 
next few years, 

Some people may say that 
I should put my ballot box 
where my mouth is and run 
for council myself --some- 
thing I would love to do. 
Restrictions under the gov- 
erning acts disqualify me 
this time around, however, 
consider this warning of my 
intention to serve as a 
‘watchdog councillor’ for the 
balance of this government 
term!

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Trustees support 4 basic 


principles announced by Minister 


“The changes in the gov- 
ernment’s educational prin- 
ciples are right in line with 
the recommendations of Al- 
berta school trustees, as 
compiled from an ASTA sur- 
vey this summer,” said 
Harald Gunderson president 
of the Alberta School Trus- 
tees Association, He was 
commenting on the cabinet’s 
four major principles con- 
cerning education announced 
by the Hon, L. Hyndman, 
Minister of Education. 


‘“We’re certainly pleased’ 


that the previous six per 
cent limitation on the Foun- 
dation Program has gone up 
to'7 1/2 per cent,’’ he said, 
‘With the three year school 
financing program, and with 
escalation proposed on a 
uniform and realistic patt- 
ern, the minister's state- 
ment falls right in with oft- 
stated trustee require- 
ments.”’ 

The ASTA has for a long 


time urged a per-pupil in- 
structional grant, Mr. Gun- 
Gerson added. He said it was 
a far more equitable way of 
fund allocation. In fact, he 
said, it will mean about 
$2,000,000 more support for 
rural and small boards. 

Mr. Gunderson had no 
special quarrel with the 
Minister’s continuing con- 
trol over supplementary re- 
quisitions, “‘as long as simi- 
lar controls applied to other 
government levels. This is 
what school boards through- 
out Alberta almost unani- 
mously endorse.” 

If the plebiscite cystem 
is to be dropped, said Mr. 
Gunderson, ;.chaps the 
Minister would consider the 
system used in British Col- 
umbia, where a two-thirds 
school board majority is 
required before any above 
level operating budget can 
be imposed. 

Lowell L. Williams, exe- 


cutive director of the ASTA 
strongly supported sugges- 
tions by the Alberta Minister 
of Education that Alberta 
school boards make greater 
use of teaching aides, in- 
cluding differential staffing. 

“Labor coasts are the 
greatest costs in educa- 
tion,” he said, “and the 
Minister’s endorsement of 
the action of many boards 
who are starting to usé non- 
professionals and volunteer 
help in support positions is 
encouraging to trustees 
throughout Alberta.’ 

Mr. Williams said that 
ASTA officers had endor- 
sed much of the govern- 
ment’s Worth Report re- 
commendations regarding 
utilization of media tech- 
nology. ‘‘The Minister has 
specifically mentioned the 
Alberta Academy and this 
concept has been roundly 
Supported by our officéals, 
on behalf of Alberta School 
Trustees. ’’ 


Education finance plan 


outlined 


Education Minister Lou 
Hyndman today announced 
the baselines of the govern- 
ment’s new three year 
school financing program. 
He described the four major 
principles the new plan 
would follow: 

*In 1973 and subsequent 
years the instructional por- 
tisn of the school foundation 
fund will be increased by up 
to 71/2 per cent, Increases 
in 1974 and 1975 will be 
related to fluctuations in the 
gross provincial product -- 
or some other index of econ- 
omic productivity. The 
minister noted that the 71/2 
per cent annual increment 
represented a government 
target in other social ser- 
vice delivery areas as well, 

*Instructional grants to 
school boards will be made 
on a per pupil basis. Per 
pupil grants and percentage 
increases in each year may 
vary in respect of ““elemen- 
tary,’’ “junior high,’’ and 
‘high school’’ pupil cate- 
gories. Because grarts will 
now be tied to each indivi- 
dual student, instead of 
groups of 26 students, some 
school boards may receive 
added funds. Under the old 
plan, remainders of less 
than 13 students received 
no grant, Existing grants 
for such items as trans- 
portation and vocational 
programs will remain app- 
roximately the same. 

*In addition an Education 
Opportunity Fund will be 
established to help intro- 
duce and improve selected 
educational services and 
programs, Emphasis will be 
on those services and pro- 
grams which either serve 
the unserved, or are of bene- 
fit to all Albertans. 

*Controls over school 
board supplementary requi- 
sitions (funds raised from 
local taxpayers) will be re- 
tained, The present plebis- 
cite system, however, will 
be dropped, 

Full details of the new 
plan, based on many of the 
recommendations of the 
Ministers Advisory Commi- 
ttee on School Finance, will 
be announced in January, 
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Meanwhile the four major 
guidelines approved by Cab- 
inet are expected to provide 
school boards with informa- 
tion to plan next year’s bud- 
get. 

Explaining the shift to a 
per pupil grant, Mr. Hynd- 
man said ‘Since costs are 
calculated on a per pupil 
basis, revenues should be 
paid in the same way. Group 
grants only serve to con- 
fuse the public and make 
educational finance more 
complex than it really is.”’ 

Explaining the increases 
in foundation funds, Mr. 
Hyndman said, ‘‘ Alberta now 
enjoys high quality educa- 
tion, It costs money to main-

tain that quality.’ 
‘Further,’ said Mr. 
Hyndman, ‘“‘education is a 
labour intensive industry 
and labour costs are rising 
faster than other costs.’ 
‘Differential staffing -- a 
method which emphasizes 
division of labour, with pay- 
ment by job level and spe- 
cialty -- could lower total 
labour costs,’’ he said. 
“Another possibility is 
the introduction of new ways 
of delivering education to 
students. Here,’ he added, 
“7 am thinking about the 
greater use of media 
nology, such as that 
posed for the Alberta Aca- 
demy in the Worth Repori.”’

Farm Appraisals 


Re-issued from the District 
Agriculturist’s office, 

Is a valuation day app- 
raisal of farm lands necess- 
ary for calculating income 
tax on capital gains? 

A member of the Alberta 
department of agriculture’s 
staff talked to an official of 
a well-known appraisal ser- 
vice in Edmonton, Here are 
his views on the subject, 

“Most landowners who 
have lived in a district for 
any length of time are well 
aware of how their lands 
compare with other lands in 
the area, i,e., whether they 


are much the same or better 
or worse.” 

“Sales which have taken 
place from say June 1971 
through the early months of 
1972 are of importance and 
Should be recorded, Any sale 
in the area is always thor- 
oughly discussed and in 
great detail, but rumors a- 
bound as to the exact selling 
price and whether or not 
there were items such as 
buildings, machinery, live- 
Stock, etc., included in the 
Sale, In addition, some sales 
may not be “‘arms-length”; 
in other words, they may be 


Treatment Urged 
For Acedic Soils 


Re-issued from the District 
Agriculturist’s office, 

Research trials have 
shown that acidity problems 
in some areas of Alberta 
would benefit from an appli- 
cation of lime, These trials 
were carried out by the 
University of Albérta and the 
Beaverlodge and Lacombe 
Research Stations. 

Adolph Goettel, head of 
the provincial department 
of agriculture’s soils branch 
says that soil acidity pro- 
blems occur in a large pro- 
portion of the grey soil 
areas, but that they are not 
Necessarily restricted to 
these areas, nor are all 
grey soils, high in acidity. 
The Rocky Mountain House 
Barrhead-Bonnyville area 
and some parts of the Peace 
River region have soil acid- 
ity problems, 

Acid soils have not been 
of great concern to Alberta 
farmers in general, How- 
ever, for the individual who 
is in analfalfa growing area, 
an acidic soil can be a pro- 
blem, if he cannot grow this 
crop successfully, Alfalfa 
is the crop which is most 
Sensitive to acidity, Barley 
too is sensitive to soil acid« 
ity, but less so than alfalfa, 

Although the application of 
lime to the soil is new in 
Western Canada, it has been 
done for many years in Bri- 
tish Columbia, eastern Can- 
ada and Europe, There are a 
humber of problems invol- 
ved in applying lime in the 
prairies, Agricultural lime 
is not available in Alberta, 
but feed or building grade 
lime can be used, Trans- 
portation costs are high for 
all forms of lime. Mr. Goet- 
tel suggests that it may not 
be economical to apply lime, 
if it costs more than $15 a 
ton, Another problem is the 


lack of application equip. 
ment, Fertilizer spreaders 
are not the best type of 
equipment, but it may be 
hecessary to use them in 
some cases, 

The beneficial effects ofa 
lime application lasts for 
about 10 years, Mr. Goettel 
recommends applying itona 
trial basis rather than ona 
large area, The soils branch 
has been doing some demon- 
stration work where acidic 
soils are known to be apro- 
blem, 

The best way for a fare 
mer to find out whether his 
soil is acidic is to have it 
tested, On the basis of this 
test the staff of the Alberta 
soil and feed testing labora- 
tory in Edmonton can deter- 
mine the degree of acidity. 
If it is below a certain level 
they will recommend appli- 
cation rates for various 
crops, 

The equipment required 
for taking a soil sample, 
the instruction sheet andthe 
information sheet can be 
obtained from some fertil- 
izer dealers and from all 
district agriculturist’s off- 
ices, Mr. Goettel stresses 
that the information sheet 
should be filled out very 
carefully because the in- 
formation it contains is just 
as important as the sample 
of soil,

An article printed in the 
April 1972 issue of Envir- 
onment News, tells of the 
ACTION of the Calgary Pro- 
ject Recycling, 

This project started in 
mid-February of this year 
and is collecting, sorting 
and finding markets for 
common household wastes. 

Calgarians are urged to 
deposit their separated 
household wastes of glass, 
paper, metal and cloth at 
three depots, Depositors are 
asked to prepare refuse for 
recycling by cleaning tins, 
removing ends and paper 
labels and flattening them, 
They are also asked to clean 
the jars and bottles and re- 
move any metal rings or 
tops. 

MARKETS; 

*PAPER is bundled and 
Shipped to Eko Industries, 
Calgary, manufactured into 
roofing material. 

*GLASS, sorted by color 
and crushed, is then shipped 
to Dominion Glass in Red- 
cliff, near Medicine Hat, 

*METAL, e.g., cans, is 
shredded and sold to a Cal- 
gary scrap dealer, 

*CLOTH, is made into 
bales weighing from 400 to 


800 pounds and shipped to 
Vancouver, There it is sor- 
ted by a cloth dealer, who 
Sells it to Japanese manu- 
facturers of activated char- 
coal, Some cloth is also sold 
for rags, 

A Money-Making Venture: 

A project employee points 
out that the money realized 
from the sale of this mater- 
ial pays for the collection 
and shipping, but not for 
salaries, 

The project could be mak- 
ing money if industries acc- 
epting the material were 
located in Calgary -- their 
own community, as freight 
charges take most of the 
income,

community together and see 
if COMMUNITY EFFORT 
can create CO-OPERATION 
to start aRECYCLING CEN- 
TRE!

Livestock Brands Act On 
In Force Since Oct. | 


Re-issued from the District 
Agriculturist’s office. 

Regulations enforcing the 
Livestock Brands Inspection 
Act, passed in the spring of 
1971, came into effect on 
October Ist of this year, 
The Livestock Brands In- 
spection Act was passed to 
provide the Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture with 
a means of obtaining re- 
cords of all branded cattle 
and horses, sold, slaught- 
ered or shipped out of the 
province, 

Under the present regula- 
tions anybody who intends to 
move cattle or horses by 
truck or on foot to a feedlot 
or any type of market, must 
first provide his local brand 
inspector with a manifest, 
which is similar to a bill of 
lading, will be used in the 
department of agriculture’s 
computerized record keep- 
ing system, This system is 
designed to facilitate the 
immediate retrieval of 
brand and saledata through- 
out the province, Manifests 
are available, free of charge 
from any livestock market. 
The livestock owner is 
strongly advised to retain 
his copy for at least two 
years in case of any sub- 
sequent query or investi- 


gation regarding ownership, 
It is now mandatory for 
the owner of cattle or hor- 
ses to get a permit to ship 
them out of the province and 
to have them inspected for 
brands before they are load- 
ed. Permits can be obtained 
from any brand inspector, 
This regulation will enable 
the department to keep a 
record of animals that have 
been exported and to pro- 
tect Alberta farmers and 
ranchers against theft, 
Unless they come direct- 
ly from aninspected market, 
all cattle efitering acom- 
mercial feedlot must be in- 
spected for ownership either 
before they leave the 
owner’s premises or upon 
their arrival at the feedlot, 
Implementation of this regu- 
lation was made necessary 
by the large number of cattle 
which go directly into acom- 
mercial feedlot without first 
passing through a market, 
Another regulation states 
that cattle and horses that 
are brought into a market or 
custom feedlot for weighing, 
or a rest period during tran- 
sit, will be inspected to 
establish ownership, There 
will be no inspection charge 
when no change of ownership 
is involved, If, however, the 
animals are enroute to anew 


owner, there will be an in- 
spection fee, 

Livestock owners selling 
cattle or horses that have 
been branded with the ow- 
ner’s registered brand with- 
in the last 30 days, or which 
carry somebody else’s 
brand, must ensure that the 
brand on which the last tran- 
saction was recorded is 
plainly visible before the 
animals are presented for 
inspection at a feedlot or 
market, 

Cattle and horses which 
have been on the owner’s 
premises for less than 30 
days and are sold at acoun- 
try sale will now have to be 
inspected by a brand inspec- 
tor to establish ownership 
prior to the sale, This pre- 
sale inspection also applies 
to farm auctions when the 
number of head being sold 
exceed 180, 

All cattle and horses 
which change hands must 
now be accompanied by a bill 
of sale, and it is illegal for 
anybody to sell cattle under 
a fictitious name, The regu- 
lation against using a fic- 
ticlous name will be rigidly 
enforced to ensure that the 
department’s computer pro- 
gram is able to maintain an 
accurate record of livestock
